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FARM  INCOME  IN  1955  AND  OUTLOOK  FOR  1956 
Farmers'  realized  net  income  was  at  an  annual  rate  of  approxi- 
mately 10.7  billion  dollars  during  the  first  three  quarters  of  1955. 
A  slightly  lower  rate  is  anticipated  in  the  fourth  quarter,  and  realized 
net  income  for  the  year  as  a  whole  is  expected  to  total  around  10.6 
billion  dollars,  or  10  percent  below  the  11.8  billion  dollars  realized 
in  1954.  Realized  gross  farm  income  in  1955  is  about  3  percent  lower 
than  in  1954,  but  production  expenses  are  slightly  higher. 

The  1956  outlook  is  for  some  further  decline  in  gross  farm  in- 
come, reflecting  further  acreage  restrictions  on  some  crops  and 
slightly  lower  average  prices  for  the  year  as  a  whole.  Production 
expenses  will  remain  high  in  1956,  although  farmers  may  be  able  to 
reduce  the  total  a  little  because  of  lower  feed  costs.  Net  income 
will  probably  show  some  decline  in  1956. 

Because  of  rather  rapid  reductions  in  the  farm  population  over 
the  last  few  years,  the  decline  since  1951  in  net  income  per  person 
on  farms  from  all  sources  has  been  much  smaller  than  the  drop  in 
total  realized  net  income  of  fafm  operators.  However,  the  farm 
population  has  not  shown  any  further  decline  in  1955.  With  farmers' 
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realized  net  income  down  10  percent,  income  per  person  on  farms  in  19^5  is 
undoubtedly  lower  than  in  19$h,  even  though  income  from  nonfarm  sources  has 
risen  in  line  with  expanded  nonfarm  job  opportunities  and  higher  industrial 
wage  rates. 

Gross  income  in  1955 

Farmers'  cash  receipts  from  marketings  in  1955  will  probably  total 
about  29»2  billion  dollars,  down  a  billion  dollars  or  3  percent  from  195U« 
The  total  volume  of  farm  marketings  is  about  2  percent  larger  than  last 
year's  record  volume,  but  prices  of  farm  products  are  averaging  5  percent 
lower. 

Cash  receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  total  about 
l6,0  billion  dollars,  h  percent  less  than  last  year,  and  the  estimated  crop 
total  is  13.2  billion  dollars,  down  2  percent.    The  volume  of  marketings  of 
livestock  and  products  rose  about  2  percent  to  a  new  record  high  this  year, 
and  crop  marketings  may  also  total  slightly  above  last  year.    Prices  are 
averaging  lower  than  last  year  for  both  crops  and  livestock. 

This  year's  decline  in  total  livestock  receipts  is  due  mostly  to 
lower  prices  of  hogs.    Cash  receipts  from  dairy  products  and  from  poultry 
and  eggs  are  each  a  little  higher  than  last  year.    The  decline  in  crop  re- 
ceipts is  mostly  in  wheat. 

Realized  gross  farm  income  is  expected  to  total  about  32.9  billion 
dollars  in  1955>  or  3  percent  less  than  in  195U.    In  addition  to  cash 
receipts  from  marketings,  realized  gross  income  includes  the  value  of  home- 
consumed  farm  products,  the  rental  value  of  farm  dwellings,  and  Government 
payments  to  farmers.    The  total  of  these  additional  items  is  about  3  percent 
lower  than  last  year,  reflecting  slightly  smaller  Government  payments  and 
lower  prices  used  in  valuing  home-consumed  farm  products. 

Production  expenses  and  net  income  in  1955 

Farm  production  expenses  are  slightly  higher  this  year,  reflecting 
some  further  increase  in  overhead  costs.    Total  production  expenses  for 
1955  are  estimated  at  22.3  billion  dollars  as  compared  with  22,2  billion  in 
195U.    Total  production  expenses  have  been  fairly  stable  in  the  last  5  years, 
with  only  slight  reductions  from  the  all-time  high  of  22.9  billion  dollars 
in  1951 •    In  general,  farm-produced  items  such  as  purchased  feed,  seed,  and 
livestock  have  declined,  whereas  farm  wages,  taxes,  interest  charges,  and 
many  industrial  items  have  increased.    The  slight  increase  from  195U  to  1955 
reflects  further  increases  in  interest,  taxes,  and  depreciation  charges,  more 
than  offsetting  lower  expenditures  for  feed. 
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Fanners'  realized  net  income  in  1955 — the  difference  between  realized 
gross  income  and  total  production  expenses— is  estimated  at  approximately 
10,6  billion  dollars.    Farmers'  cash  receipts  are  dovm  a  billion  dollars, 
nonmoney  income  and  Government  payments  are  dovm  approximately  100  million 
dollars,  and  estimated  total  expenses  are  up  about  100  million  dollars. 
Consequently,  realized  net  income  is  down  about  1.2  billion  dollars  from 
last  year's  estimate  of  11.8  billion. 

Quarterly  estimates 

Seasonally  adjusted  quarterly  estimates  of  farm  income  and  expendi- 
tures have  been  revised  slightly  for  the  first  three  quarters  of  1955  so  as 
to  bring  them  in  line  with  the  estimates  just  discussed  for  the  year  as  a 
whole.    Tentative  estimates  for  the  fourth  quarter,  based  on  the  new  annual 
estimates,  are  also  given  in  table  1.    Prices  of  farm  products  in  the  third 
and  fourth  quarters  of  1955  are  averaging  considerably  lower  than  in  the 
first  and  second  quarters.    The  resulting  decline  in  seasonally  adjusted 
gross  farm  income  was  only  partly  offset  by  lower  production  expenses.    As  a 
result,  farmers'  realized  net  income  was  at  an  annual  rate  of  approximately 
10,2  billion  dollars  in  the  third  and  fourth  quarters  of  1955 j  compared  with 
an  average  of  11  billion  for  the  first  half. 

Revised  quarterly  estimates  of  seasonally  adj\isted  realized  gross  and 
net  farm  income  are  given  in  table  1  fi*om  1929  to  date.    These  estimates  are 
revised  so  as  to  bring  them  into  agreement  with  the  revised  annual  estimates 
which  were  published  in  the  previous  issue  of  The  Fkrm  Income  Situation. 
Quarterly  estimates  of  the  net  change  in  farm  inventories  and  of  farmers' 
total  net  income  including  the  inventory  change  are  also  given  back  to  1929* 

Monthly  cash  receipts 

As  reported  in  the  previous  issue,  farmers'  cash  receipts  from 
marketings  during  the  first  three  quarters  of  1955  totaled  19.7  billion  dol- 
lars, or  h  percent  less  than  in  the  corresponding  period  last  year.  Cash 
receipts  in  October,  amounting  to  3«6  billion  dollars,  were  slightly  higher 
than  in  October  of  last  year  as  a  heavy  volume  of  marketings  more  than  off- 
set lower  average  prices.    Cash  receipts  in  November  are  tentatively  esti- 
mated at  3.2  billion  dollars,  down  12  percent  from  the  October  seasonal  high 
and  2  percent  below  November  of  195ii.    Thus,  the  ll-month  total  of  cash  re- 
ceipts through  November  of  this  year  comes  to  26,5  billion  dollars,  down 
3  percent  from  the  corresponding  period  in  19Sh* 

The  11 -month  total  of  cash  receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock 
products  is  about  lU.7  billion  dollars,  h  percent  below  the  corresponding 
period  in  195i^'    The  total  for  crop  receipts  is  approximately  11,8  billion 
dollars,  or  2  percent  below  last  year.    Most  of  the  decline  in  total  cash 
receipts  was  in  hogs  and  wheat. 

The  preliminary  November  estimate  of  3.2  billion  dollars  includes 
lo5  billion  for  livestock  and  products  and  1,7  billion  for  crops.

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STATE  ESTIMATES  OF  NET  FARM  INCOME,  19U9-5U 

The  following  tables  combine  newly  developed  estimates  of  farm  pro- 
duction expenses  in  each  State  with  the  latest  available  State  estimates  of 
gross  farm  income,  to  produce  a  new  series  of  annual  estimates  of  the  net 
income  of  farm  operators  in  each  State  for  the  years  19U9-5U.    The  basic 
aggregates  of  realized  gross  income,  production  expenses,  realized  net  in- 
come, net  change  in  farm  inventories,  and  total  net  income  including  the 
inventory  change  are  given  in  table  10,    The  totals  for  realized  gross  in- 
come, realized  net  income,  and  total  net  income  are  reduced  to  a  per-farra 
basis  in  tables  7,  8,  and  9,  respectively,  and  the  19$h  averages  for  realized 
net  income  are  shown  in  the  accompanying  map  chart. 

These  new  State  estimates  of  operators'  net  income  provide  a  better 
basis  than  has  hitherto  been  available  for  comparing  returns  from  agriculture 
among  the  various  regions  and  States.    State  estimates  of  cash  receipts  from 
farm  marketings  and  of  other  components  of  gross  farm  income  (except  the 
rental  value  of  dwellings)  have  been  available  for  some  tLme.  Although 
extremely  useful  in  their  own  right,  these  estimates  relating  to  gross  farm 
income  have  given  an  incomplete  picture  of  changes  in  the  farm  income 
situation  in  each  State. 

Production  expenses  account  for  larger  fractions  of  gross  income  on 
certain  types  of  farms  than  on  others,  and  since  there  is  wide  variation  in 
types  of  farms  in  the  various  States,  there  is  also  wide  variation  in  the 
ratio  of  net  to  gross  income.    In  addition  to  these  differences  at  any  one 
time,  changes  in  gross  income  and  expenses  from  one  year  to  the  next  are  not 
likely  to  be  proportionate  in  each  State. 

The  development  of  production  expense  estimates  by  States  and  the 
calculation  of  net  income  has  eliminated  these  difficulties  in  interpreting 
the  farm  income  situation  in  the  various  States.    Estimates  of  production 
expenses  for  recent  years  have  previously  been  available  only  for  the  United 
States.    The  new  State  estimates  are,  for  the  most  part,  distributions  of 
these  national  totals.    But  where  the  national  totals  have  been  derived  as 
the  sum  of  separately  calculated  State  figures,  the  underlying  State  figures 
have  been  used. 

The  income  and  expenditure  totals  of  table  10  provide  a  basis  for 
analjrzing  changes  in  farm  income  from  year  to  year  in  each  State.  Compari- 
sons among  States  cannot  properly  be  made  on  the  basis  of  these  aggregates 
alone,  however,  so  the  per-farm  averages  of  tables  7-9  have  been  computed  as 
an  aid  in  such  comparisons.    These  averages  were  obtained  by  dividing  the 
totals  of  table  10  by  the  estimated  nunber  of  farms  in  each  State.  Estimates 
of  the  number  of  farms  were  based  on  preliminary  results  of  the  195U  Census 
of  Agriculture,  with  annual  interpolations  from  the  previous  Census.  However, 
the  State  estimates  of  farm  numbers  were  adjusted  to  the  national  totals  shown 
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on  page  k6  of  the  previous  issue  of  The  Farm  Income  Situation.  These  esti- 
mates are  higher  than  the  Census  because  they  allow  for  vinderenume ration  of 
farms. 

The  new  income  averages  by  States  make  possible  the  comparison  of 
trends  and  develop»Bents  in  farm  income  and  production  expenses  in  indi- 
vidual States  and  regions  with  those  of  other  States  and  regions  and  of  the 
United  States  as  a  whole.    In  195U,  for  example,  realized  net  income  per 
farm  showed  wide  variation  among  the  States,  ranging  from  a  low  of  ^9hl  in 
West  Virginia  to  a  high  of  $L5>380  in  Arizona  (see  the  accompanying  map 
chart).    These  figures  compare  with  a  national  average  of  realized  net  in- 
come for  195U  of  $2,316. 

The  State  averages  of  gross  and  net  income  of  farm  operators  permit 
certain  types  of  comparisons  among  States  and  regions  with  respect  to  average 
returns  from  farming  operations.    But  there  remain  two  limitations  in  the 
data  which  need  to  be  emphasized.    First,  the  averages  conceal  the  wide  dis- 
parities in  farm  incomes  which  exist  within  most  of  the  individual  States. 
And  second,  comparisons  in  tenas  of  economic  welfare  are  not  possible  on  the 
basis  of  these  data  alone,  because  income  of  the  farmer  and  his  family  from 
off -farm  sources  is  not  included. 

Income  from  sources  other  than  the  operated  farm  accounted  for  more 
than  a  third  of  the  total  195U  income  of  farm  people  for  the  nation  as  a  \rtiole, 
and  while  we  do  not  have  State  estimates  for  this  type  of  income,  considerable 
variation  in  its  relative  importance  is  known  to  exist  among  the  various 
States.    For  example,  the  low  average  realized  net  income  per  farm  in  West 
Virginia  is  very  heavily  weighted  by  part-time  and  residential  farms  where  the 
operator  and  his  family  are  primarily  dependent  for  their  livelihood  on  other 
sources  of  income. 

The  new  estimates  are  the  most  reliable  that  can  be  developed  at  this 
time.    Ihe  estimates  of  total  net  income  including  the  inventory  change  differ 
somewhat  from  earlier  estimates  prepared  cooperatively  with  the  National 
Income  Division  of  the  Department  of  Commerce  for  inclusion  in  the  State  esti- 
mates of  total  personal  income  published  in  the  September  issue  of  the  Survey 
of  Current  Business.    Thsse  differences  arise  primarily  because  some  pre- 
liminary  data  from  the  19S>h  Census  of  Agriculture,  which  have  only  recently 
become  available,  are  incorporated  in  the  estimates  given  in  this  report. 

The  new  Census  data  relate  primarily  to  farmers*  expenditures  for 
hired  labor  and  for  purchased  feed.    The  estimates  of  farm  operators'  net 
income  are  affected  by  the  adjustments  made  in  both  of  these  items.  However, 
only  the  adjustments  for  feed  affect  the  previously  published  Commerce  esti- 
mates of  total  personal  income  and  total  agricultural  income  in  each  State. 
Farm  wages  are  an  income  flow  in  their  own  right,  and  any  changes  in, the  wage 
estimates  result  in  exactly  offsetting  changes  in  the  estimates  of  operators' 
net  income. 
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Although  the  new  estimates  incorporate  the  best  information  and 
methods  now  available,  gaps  exist  in  some  important  areas  of  production 
expenses,  where  adequate  up-to-date  information  on  production  expense  levels 
is  still  lacking.    To  meet  this  need  for  more  infomation,  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  will  conduct  a  sample  survey  of  farm  expenditures  early  in  1956, 
covering  the  calendar  year  1955.    Results  of  this  survey  will  be  incorporated 
in  the  estimates  as  soon  as  they  can  be  tabiilated  and  analyzed. 

Only  the  totals  of  farm  production  expenses  are  shown  in  table  10. 
However,  these  totals  >rere  built  up  in  terms  of  separate  estimates  for  most 
of  the  individual  expense  items.    Since  these  detailed  estimates  may  have 
some  analytical  uses  in  the  varioxis  States,  they  will  be  made  available  on 
request.    Tables  will  be  prepared  in  the  near  future  showing  State  estimates 
of  production  expenses  for  specific  items  in  nearly  as  much  detail  as  is  now 
published  for  the  United  States.    (State  estimates  of  farm  capital  expendi- 
tures are  not  available,  however,  the  national  totals  of  capital  depreciation 
charges  having  been  allocated  directly  to  the  States.)    It  is  expected  that 
the  detailed  production  expense  tables  will  be  available  for  distribution 
after  January  15.
